COMMENTS 
TOWN OF MILO 
JANUARY 1, 1965 TO DECEMBER 31, 1965 


KREK 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town of 
Milo for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1965. The audit consisted 
of an examination of the records maintained under the supervision of 
the Town Manager and municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed amounted to $7,637.25, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $14,056.54 
Overdrafts 6,419.29 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 7,637.25 


The unappropriated balance of the overlay and the excise tax revenue 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to 
surplus. The larger overdrafts occurred principally in the logging 

operation and municipal building accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . . The general cash balance of $29,982.23 was on deposit in 
the Merrill Trust Company, Bangor, Maine at December 31, 1965. Petty 
cash of $60.00 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $4, 330.11 consisted principally of welfare amounts 
due from the State of Maine and municipalities, and control center balances 
due from Piscataquis County. 


Comments Continued Town of Milo 


Taxes receivable of $10,390.74 consisted of unpaid accounts on the 1965 
commitment. Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $1,861.02 and 
$177.34 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . . General fund liabilities at the 
close of the year included accounts payable of $170.70, a short term 
tractor note of $700.00 and $133.04 due governmental agencies. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance of $11,614.31 
consisting of various operating account balances that are carried forward 
to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or customary 
practice. 


Amounts due other funds consisted of the Ministerial and School Fund of 
$1, 320615. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $34,021.72, an increase of $6,514.40 
for the year. The change was occasioned principally by the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed and the reimbursement for veterans’ tax 
exemptions, less a voter authorized transfer for assessment maps. 


DEBT FUND . .. . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflected the parking lot note of $1,000.00. Liability 

for the school construction bonds was assumed by School Administrative 

District No. 41. 


TRUST FUNDS . .. . The trust fund principals totaled $41,018.80 and 
unexpended income amounted to $446.18 at the year end. Other than the 
amount of $1, 320.15 due from the general fund, the trust funds are 
invested in various stocks and time deposits. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . . The departmental operating accounts showed 
a decrease of $11,660.51 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. A smaller appropriation for education accounts was 
the major factor contributing to the decrease. 


GENERAL . . . . The use of a portion of the overlay and excise tax revenue 
for various current year operations was authorized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash was made 
and records checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash trans-— 
actions. 


Comments Continued Town of Milo 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
furnished by the depositories or by direct bank confirmation. An 
analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures 
and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts retained 
by the collector. Debt, trust and special fund transactions were 
examined. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

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Departmental Reports 
REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


Highways: General maintenance work was carried out on town 
streets and roads including grading, shoulder maintenance, 
ditching and application of 18,000 gallons of tar. Work planued 
for 1966 includes much needed ditching on unimproved town 
rural roads. 

Town Road Improvement funds were expended for grading 
and application of gravel on the back Brownville Road. 

The State Aid Highway appropriation was used tocomplete 
payment for reconstruction work done in 1964 on Riverside 
Street. 

Sidewalk funds were expended on First Street and for re- 
surfacing of the sidewalk on the westerly side of the business 
-section. 

Snow plowing of the 37 miles of streets and roads is done 
by contract. Application of sand and salt and the removal of 
snow in the business area is done by town crews using town- 
owned equipment. 

A complete new installation of street signs in 1965 has, we 
believe, added much fo the appearance of the town. 


Town Hall: Shower baths, for use inconnection with the physical 
education program for girls, have been installed. 100 folding 
chairs were purchased. 


Cemeteries: A program of improving Evergreen Cemetery has 
been continued. We wish totake this opportunity to urge owners 
of lots to place them under perpetual care whenever possible. 


Welfare: Costs of relief remain at a seemingly high level. A 
large share of these expenditures is represented by medical 
care for cases in which other support is provided by State grants 
for public assistance. The state grants do not include any 
amounts for physicians' services or medicines. Therefore, 
there are no means of providing for payment of these costs other 
than through town welfare. 


Finances: The town closed its fiscal year in excellent financial 
condition. Ninety-six percent of the tax commitment had been 
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collected and no taxes are outstanding prior to 1965 except for 
the amount of $1, 861.03 in liens enforced to secure payment of 
1964 real estate taxes. 

The only outstanding debts are a note for $1,000.00 for 
parking lot construction and one note for $700. 00 issued in 1965 
to pay the cost of acquisition of a truck-tractor for the fire de- 
partment. Both outstanding notes are payable in 1966. 

The fine condition of the town, both financial and physical, 
is a tribute to the ability and diligence of your former manager, 
O.T. Rozelle. 

Serving as manager during the last quarter of the yearhas 
been a pleasant experience because of the guidance and coopera- 
tion of the Board of Selectmen and because of the fine spirit 
shown by the employees of all municipal departments.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service 
in Milo for the year 1965 


The objective of a public health program is to bring to all 
people in the community the benefits of modern medical and 
relate sciences including prevention and control of disease, 
promotion and maintenance of health, andcareand rehabilitation 
of the sick and disabled. Public health nursing is one of the 
basic community services essential to achieve this objective. 


Miss Carolyn Welch provided this public health nursing 
service on a continuing basis until she was granted educational 
leave in September, 1965. Since then other members of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing staff have provided essential 
nursing service. The more concentrated continuing service will 
be resumed as soon as a public health nurse is available to be 
assigned full time to this area. 


Priorto September the public health nurse regularly visited 
individuals and families intheir homes in order to render nursing 
care to expectant mothers; to provide guidance in maintaining 
and promoting good health for infants, pre-school and school 
children; to give andteach restorative nursing care to individuals 
and families under the medical direction of your family physician; 
and to refer families with health problems to the appropriate 
agencies.

The interest ofthe Milo-Derby Health Council in determin- 
ing health needs and promoting health programs to meet these 
needs is evidenced by the following activities. Health Council 
members sponsored a Measles Vaccine Program for children 
in the one through five year age group at which thirty-one children 
were immunized. Preliminary work for this clinic included a 
house to house canvas to motivate interest among parents in the 
community. The Dental Health Committee ofthe Health Council 
sponsoreda program of topical application of fluoride for child- 
ren inthe second grade with ninety-five per cent participation. 
Prior to the program a widespread campaign of dental education 
was undertaken. The Health Council sponsored school health 
' examinations in grades one, three, five, and seven with good 
parent participation. Through the Department of Health and 
Welfare the Health Council members participated ina Com- 
munity Diabetic Screening Program. Overtwo hundred persons 
were tested. 


The unflagging interest of the Health Council has been in- 
valuable in determining health needs and promoting health pro- 
grams to meet these needs. Its members have taken the lead- 
ership since September in planning for and bringing to com- 
pletion the above mentioned health activities under the guidance 
of the Public Health Nursing Supervisor. I wish to thank them 
and other townspeople who so willingly and generously gave of 
their time and energy to the public health nursing program.

Herewith submitted is the Twenty-fourth Annual Report of 
the Maintenance and Operation of the Milo Water District. 


We had a fairly busy summer in 1965 mostly due to mainten- 
ance work which consists of renewing old services, construct- 
ing man holes inour sewer system, checking and repairing water 
meters and trying to keep our sewer ea in good operating 
condition. 

The old water services have to be replaced due to their age 
and the pipes filling with rust. Inthe summer of 1965 we renew- 
ed 11 old services, installed 7 new water services and installed 
3 new sewer services. “> 

Our sewer system still gives us a lot of problems from time 
to time so we are continuing to-construct man holes which 
help keep our maintenance cost down. In 1965 we constructed 
6 man holes. 

We have had a problem on outer Pleasant Street for years in 
our sewer system so we installed 856' of 8'' cement asbestos 
pipe which we anticipate will eliminate this problem.
